It’s going to be ‘‘Ka- 
tie, bar the door!’’ for 
draft boards around the 
country, now that the Su- 
preme Court has given new 
life to so-called conscien- 
tious objectors who “ob- 
ject’’ simply for moral or 
ehtical reasons, and not 
religious ones, 

Last week’s five - to - 
three decision reversing 
the conviction of Elliott 
Ashton Welsh, II, for re- 
fusing induction in the 
Army, might well have been 
expected from the High 
Court, The decision is, 
nevertheless, atragedy and 
an invitation to absolute 
chaos, 

For what it’s worth, the 
Court insisted that in or- 
der to keep out of the 
battlefield, a non-reli- 
gious conscientious ob- 
jector must have beliefs 
that are ‘deeply held.’’ 

The learned Justices did 
not bother to explain just 
how the hapless members 
of local draft boards will 
be able to determine whe- 
ther an objector’s beliefs 
are deeply held or merely 
convenient camouflage for 
draft-dodging. 

In the case of the beard- 
ed Mr, Welsh, who just es- 
caped a three-year prison 
term, he claims that his 
beliefs were formed ‘‘by 
reading in the fields of his- 
tory and sociology,’ I 
suspect that some people 
if they had a scheme firmly 
in mind, could form such 
beliefs from reading Web- 
ster’s Dictionary, 

The Selective Service 
Act allows conscientious 
objectors status to those 
who are opposed to parti- 
cipation in war in any form 
“by reason of religious 
training and belief’, Re- 
ligious training and belief 
do not include “essentially 
political, sociological, or 
philosophical views or a 
merely personal moral 
code,”’ 

That’s what the Selec- 
tive Service Act says, It 
says that because Congress 
decided that it should say 
that. The Constitution 
gives Congress the sole 
power “‘to raise and sup- 
port armies; provide and 
maintain a navy; and to 
make rules for the Govern- 
ment and regulation of the 
land and naval forces,’’ 

Enter now the Supreme 
Court to meddle again 
where it should not be med- 
dling, It says that some 
non - religious folks just 
don’t fit into the Act’s des- 
cription of poeple with ‘‘es- 
sentially nolitical, sociol- 
ogical, or philosophical 


f views or merely personal 


moral code,” 

Justice Hugo Black tells 
us that the  philoso- 
phical view and moral code 
restriction should not apply 
to ‘‘those who hold strong 


ibeliefs about our domestic 


and foreign affairs or even 
those whose conscientious 
objection toparticipation in 
all wars is founded to a 
substantial extent upon 
considerations of public 
policy,”’ 

In other words, disag- 
reement with public policy 
and disenchantment with 
the United States’ domes- 
tic and foreign affairs be~ 
come bases for shirking

Before Changing 
Standards 


Farmers and ranchers 
installing cost - sharing 
practices under the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Pro- 
gram (ACP) were reminded 
today that they should not 
make any changes in per- 
formance standards unless 
they consult their County 
ASCS Office in advance, 

The Chairman of the Cof- 
fee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conser- 
vation (ASC) Committee, 
Roy L, Ellis, said all ACP 


conseryation practices me 
must meet performance 


requirements, Whena far- 
mer’s ACP application is 
approved by the County ASC 
Committee, the farmer re- 
ceives notice of these re- 
quirements, 

“Tf he decides to sub- 
stitute materials, or may- 


be change the design of a Maw 


conservation structure 
there is a possibility the 
change won’t meet the re- 
quirements, In that case, 


the ASC Committee might | 


not be able to make cost- 
share payments for the 
practice, Nobody wants 
that to happen, So to be 
on the safe side, a farmer 
should always check with 
the County ASCS Officebe- 
fore he makes any change 
in his ACP practice,’’ Mr. 
Ellis said, 

He also reminded farm- 
ers to be sure perfomance 
requirements are being 
met as the conservation 
work progresses, He said 
that occasionally after the 
work is completed it is 
found not all specifications 
ave been met -- and re- 
gulations require they must 
be if the farmer is to re- 
ceive ACP cost-shares, 

Under ACP, the Federal 
Government shares the 
cost of conservation and 
pollution-abatement prac- 
tices needed to assure, in 
the public interest, the wise 
use, protection and impro- 
vement of soil, water, 
woodland, and wildlife re-

New Law Puts 
Limits On Wage 


| Garnishment 


New job and pay pro- 
tections affecting every 
employer and employee in 
the country became effec- 
tive July 1 under the pro- 
visions of Title III of the 
Consumer Credit Protec- 
tion Act, 

The newly effective law 
limits the amount of an 
employee’s wages which 
can be garnished and pro- 
hibits the discharge of an 
employee because of a sin- 
gle garnishment, The De- 
partment of labor's Wage 
and Hour Division which 
will enforce the law esti- 
mates that more than 
30,000 employees lose 
their jobs each year be- 
cause of an employment 
policy of firing employees 
whose wages are gar- 
nished, Many additiona) 
thousands lose their incen- 
tive to work when their pay 
checks are reduced below 
subsistence levels through 
garnishment proceedings, 

The limitation on the a- 
mount of an employee’s 
wages which can be garni- 
shed is geared to the sta- 
tutory minimum wage 
under the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act, At present 
the maximum amount of a 
given workweek’s dispos~ 
able earnings which may be 
subjected to garnishment 
would be (1) the excess of 
above $48,00 if the dis- 
posable earnings are S64 
or less and (2) 25 % of 
the disposable earnings if 
they exceed $64, None of 
the workweek’s wages may 
be garnisheed if the dispo- 
sable earnings are $48 or 
less, 

Area Director Dalton O, 
Blake has high hopes that 
the new garnishment res- 
trictions will discourage 
ill-advised extensions of 
credit, reduce the number 
of personal bankruptcies, 
and may even ease the 
pressure on welfare rolls, 

While the Wage andHour 
Division estimates that the 
jobs of between 30,000 and 
120,000 employees are lost 
each year because of their 
employers’ aversion to 
garnishment, others place 
higher, 

Blake said his Agency 
has mailed nearly 5 mil- 
lion notices of the new law 
to employers throughout 
the country, The penal- 
ties for violation of the 
prohibition against dis- 
charge are high; a year’s 
imprisonment, a _ $1,000 
fine, or both,
